The Certhia Muraria or Wall Creeper may be con- 
fidered as one of the rarer European birds, being 
very little known in any other country except Italy; 
and even there it is by no means common. It prin- 
cipally frequents towers and other edifices, creeping 
about the walls in queft of infects. It is a bird of 
a folitary nature, and is never feen in flocks. The 
male is diftinguifhed by a black ftripe or longitudi- 
nal patch on the throat. The plate reprefents it in 
its natural fize. 
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
